This  Register  contains  the  names  of  all  persons  who  have 
been  enrolled  for  at  least  one  term  as  students  in  any  of  the 
courses  of  instruction  in  the  School  of  Industrial  Science  or 
in  the  School  of  Mechanic  Arts  of  the  Massachusetts  Insti- 
tute of  Technology,  and  whose  connection  with  the  Institute 
as  undergraduates  terminated  before  October  i,  19 19,  except 
for  certain  members  of  classes  prior  to  the  class  of  1920  who, 
after  war  service,  have  returned  to  the  Institute  as  students. 
In  general,  however,  the  names  of  students  who  entered  with 
classes  that  graduate  after  191 9  are  not  included,  even  when 
such  students  are  not  at  present  attending  the  Institute.
